Colorado glaciers made a comeback 
this year that one official calls little 
short of phenomenal. 
If other glaciers in the United 
States have grown as much as these. 
Earl A 
Trager, chiel of the na­ 
tional park naturalist division, be­ 
lieves it will be a definite indication 
that the United States is entering 
a wet cycle. 
The two are Tyndall and Andrews, 
mile-long bodies of ice that snuggle 
up against the Continental divide in 
Rocky Mountain national park. 
These remnants of the last ice age. 
15,000 to 25,000 years ago, had been 
shrinking steadily since 1932. 
By last year, Tyndall had slipped 
back 171 feet. Tills year it shoved 


itself out until it had recovered 139 
of the lost feet. 
Andrews recovered 64 feet this 
year so that now it is 16 feet larger 
than it was in 1932 
Reason for this spurt in growth 
probably is the abnormal amount of 
rainfall. Colorado just experienced 
one of its wettest nine months in 
w eather bureau history. 
Figures on other glaciers won’t be 
available until later. 
Scientists agree that ii glaciers 
continue to grow at a rapid rate for 
a number of years, it wall be one in­ 
dication of a longtime trend toward 
an ice age. But as yet no one is sure 
whether the world is heading into 
a new ice age or still receding from 
the last one. 
The United States knows how 
much its glaciers grow each year 
because 
national 
park 
rangers 
measure them. 
In 1932 they painted a white “X” 


on a rock 30 feet, eight inches from 
Tyndall's “snout, 
or <vonl. as a 
marker. Now' cadi year they measure 
the distance from X to the nearest 
portion of tile ice. Last year the ice 
was 201 lect away from the mark; 
this veal- only 62 feet four inches.

TIX' attac k s on M eade’s right are 
properly divided into three parts. 
First, th e artillery engagem ent be­

The 
form er suffered heavy losses in both 
m en and guns while the latter being 
protected by th e lunettes or redans, 
which are well preserved, had com ­ 
paratively few casualties.

Surges lions I rom State 
The state game commission dis­ 
closed today it was ••gunning" for 
un pcrtsmanlike sportsmen roaming 
Pennsylvania s fields 
Typical of the many prosecutions 
which have come to our attention 
during Die last.few days,” said Ex ­ 
ecutive Director Seth Gordon/were 
hunters caught spotlighting game 
with automobile headlights. 
Ile singled out as one example a 
Franklin county hunter who. Gordon 
said. was arrested for hunting "while 
under the influence of intoxicants 
to the extent that he could neither 
walk nor talk " 
He was found lying 
along an 
old log road in the mud and water, 
and when approached, threatened to 
shoot another hunter.'’ Gordon re­ 
lated. adding the man "was fined $25 
and denied the right to hunt for a 
year.’’ 
In addition. Gordon said, "a num­ 
ber of aliens were caught hunting, 
several others were convicted of il­ 
legally possessing coons and muskrat 
pelts in the closed season, others for 
possessing deer illegally in the closed 
cason. quite a number for posses­ 
sing ringneck pheasant, quite a few 
non-residents were caught cheating 
and fined, and another for hunting 
while intoxicated."
